Community Chest 
Sets $298,300 Goal 


The Community War Chest of 


| Berkeley, Albany and Kensington 


has set its mark for a total of 
$298,300 for the 1945 campaign, a 
goal slightly larger than that set 
for the 1944 appeal._ : 


Announcement of the goal was 
made Thursday, August 23, by Dr. 
V. Loper, Chest president, follow- 
ing a special meeting of the board 
of directors to determine | fund 
needs for next year’s services in a 
post-war era. 


Of the goal total, 55.6 per cent 
has been scheduled for the 21 lo- 
cal Community Chest agencies for 
child care, youth guidance, health 
and family welfare services; 34.3 
per cent for the 20 war-related 
agencies, including U.S.O. and 
U.S.0O.-Camp Shows and aid to 
victims of war; 3.5 per cent for 
campaign expenses; 3.6 per cent for 
administration, year-round _ staff, 
rent, utilities, supplies’ and collee- 
tion expense; and an allowance of 
$9000 for uncollectable pledges. 

Clarence Bullwinkel, campaign 
chairman, announced campaign di- 
vision quotas as follows: advance 
gifts, $40,000; corporations, $51,000; 
commercial firms and employees, 
$40,000; industrial employees and 
unions, $36,300; residential solici- 
tation in Berkeley and Kensington, 
$92,500; public, private and paroch- 
ial schools, $10,000; University of 
California faculty, employees and 
students, $20,000; Albany, $8,500.

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Lanham Funds To Discontinue 


Terminated 
September 30 


Superintendents’ of Recreation of 
the 7 bay counties met in Albany 
Wednesday morning, August 29, 
with other officials interested in 
the notice that all Lanham Act 
funds for recreational activities in 
war housing projects and other re- 
lated activities will be terminated 
September 30, 1945. 


The meeting brought together 
representatives of City and School 
Recreation Departments, Repre- 
sentatives of the Federal Public 
Works Agency, Federal Public 
Housing Authority, California 
Youth Authority, and other offi- 
cials. Edwin S. Howell, Albany 
Superintendent of Recreation pre- 
sided over the meeting. 


In summarizing the discussion it 
appeared possible that steps might 
be taken to petition Congress to 
pass new legislation which would 
embody of the Lanham 
Act,. by removing restrictions as to 
war activities. It was suggested 
by many of the officials that the 
Governor’s office should be in- 
formed, in hopes that Recreation 
and Child Care may be included 
in the special session of the State 
Legislature.

Howell pointed out at the close 
of the meeting that all possible re- 
sources additional funds to 
carry on during the reconversion 
period would be explored by many 
of the communities, as it was the

Mrs. Mary H. Isham, Division 
Supervisor of the War Public Serv- 
ices of the Federal Works Agency, 
stated that the Agency could not 
allocate any mote funds under the 
Lanham Act for Recreation or 
Child Care inasmuch as the Lan- 
ham Act appropriations are set up 
by Congress for war activities in 
the recruiting and retention of

Child Care Centers 


The Federal Works Agency has 
directed the Albany Schools to 
close all Child Care Centers by Oc- 
tober 20, 1945, These centers were 
started to enable mothers to be 
employed in war industries. Not 
only have the centers fulfilled this 
need but they have been a place 
where wives of servicemen could 
leave their children while they work- 
Most of the wives of servicemen 
found it necessary to work in order 
to supplement government allow- 
ances.

During the year ending June 30, 
1945, the Albany Child Care Centers 
enrolled 518 children. There were 
312 children in the two nurseries; 
these children are 2, 3, and 4 years 
of age. Extended day care for 
school age children was provided 
for 206 children from ages 5 to 14. 
The average active enrollment was 
96 nursery children and 96 school 
age children or a total of 192. 

There are four centers in Albany. 
At Codornices Village the nursery 
is housed in a specially construct- 
ed, model nursery school building 
and the extended day care group is 
located at Codornices School. An- 
other nursery is located on Key 
Route Blvd. in a building provided 
by the school district. The extend- 
ed day care group is housed at 
Cornell School. These centers are 
operated from 6:15 a, m. to 6:00 
p. m. to care for children of work- 
ing mothers. 

The mothers employed at 
widely varied occupations but in 
practically all cases they are work- 
ing to provide the necessary sup- 
port for the children and them- 
selves. The fathers of the 192 
children now enrolled in the child 
care centers are engaged in the fol- 
lowing occupations: 84 U. S. Navy; 
13, U. S. Army; 4, U. S. Marines, 
20, Mare Island Navy Yard; 48 
miscellaneous industries, and in 23 
cases the father is deceased, sepa- 
rated, or divorced,

During the year the children 
spent a total of 383,366 hours in 
the centers where they received 


training, care, and the proper food.

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ALBANY SCHOOLS 
OPEN SEPTEMBEI 


School days will start again for 
the many eager children, and equal- 
ly eager parents, on Tuesday, Sept. 
ll. Children will report to the 
three elementary schools at the us- 
ual 9:00 a. m. hour, while school 
students will start at 8:25 a. m. 
Registration of new elementary 
pupils will take place in the morn- 
ing at the principals’ offices while 
kindergarten pupils will report di- 
rectly to the kindergarten teachers 
for registration, Birth certificates 
are required at the time of regis- 
tration; but there will be no regular 
kindergarten classes on Tuesday. 


The age of entrance for kinder- 
garten and first grade pupils has 
been changed by the recent Cali- 
fornia Legislature. Under the new 
law, kindergarten children will be 
admitted if they are 4 years and 6 
months of age on or before Sept. 
1, while first grade pupils must be 
5 years and 6 months of age on or 
before Sept.1. The new law allows 
pupils in Albany to enter school 
three months younger than in prey- 
ious years. 


Charles Moore stated that regis- 
tration of new pupils from the 
eighth "grade through the twelfth 
will take place in the principal’s 
office. He pointed out that many 
pupils who have dropped out of 
high school to take war time jobs 
are expected to re-enter high school 
this fall to gain their high school 
diplomas. Students and parents 
realize that high school graduation 
will be essential to future pecae 
time jobs, 

The Albany Evening School will 
commence September 17, a 
after regular school. With 
leisure time for adults, many are 
expected to take advantage of the 
excellent opportunities offered. 
Registration will take place at the 
first meeting of these classes. 

Paul C. Bryan, Superintendent of 
Schools, announced that on Mon- 
day, September 10, the faculty’ of 
the Albany Unified School District 
would hold an institute session in 
the Marin School auditorium at 2
